to “say things.” There is, for the gardener, 
no such thing as summer idieness; in fact, 
what with the business of dealing with in- 
sects and other garden pests, of tidying up, 
and of replacing the “has beens” among the 
plants with the going-to-be sorts, Satan has 
little chance at the floral enthusiast. 

Precisely as the beneficent Southern Call- 
fornia climate welcomes tourists, who flock 
hither with joyous eagerness, so does it 
beckon to the various insects that are able 
to make gardening, peaceful as it seems, 
one long warfare. An admirable learned 
Fastern gardener, John Gerard, held the 
heretical opinion that plants ought to be 
able to do a little Gghting for themselves. 
“Give them a good start,” he used to say, 
“protect them in their early days, give them 
right soil and placing, let them do something 
themselves. The gardener has a right, also, 
to his season of rest and refreshment-—and 
as for insects—let the heathen rage!” 

Certainly well grown, healthy plants are 
far less liable to insect injury than ill- 
nourished ones. Also a clean, well-tilled 
garden does not offer the attractions to 
slugs that is afforded by the neighboring 
place where piles of weeds are lying about, 
providing for these criminals convenient 
places of refuge. 


Bathing for Plants 

Plants as well as people benefit from the 
bath. Im this climate where for months and 
months there falle no drop of rain, the foll- 
age and branches of evergreens, conifers or 
the broad-leaved sorts which form so large 
a number of our garden denizens, become 
dusty: the accumulation of these tiny parti- 
cles on leaves and stems gives harborage to 
many a parasite. A goodly stream of water 
from the hose not only frees the shrub from 
dirt and makes it look better, but is deadly 
to thrip and scale and mealy bug. These 
when young are easily washed off by a 
fair-sized stream of water. Later, of course, 


of washing done early enough, and often, 
will do wonders of garden salvation. 


ing leaves of lettuce or 

den in thé evening, or a loose 
other evil-doers these gentry love 
rather than light. Valiant gardeners go out 
at night, making a sortie with a searchlight 
to catch the enemies of their 
plants. 

The presence of a toad or two in the gar- 
den is as that of a guardian angel, for this 
worthy has an amazing appetite; he dines 
at night on cutworms and he breakfasts on 
beeties,“and can digest the thorniest 
caterpillar. Coal ashes about the plant will 
deter slugs. Also, these and snail may be 
fought successfully with preparations puj up 
for that purpose. 

Moles are not after the plants as food, 
but their tunneling causes much distress 
among the roots. These may be trapped. 

Gophers are often serious pests. Some 
gardeners when setting out Delphiniums, of 
which these animals seem particularly fond, 
arrange for them underground protection by 
surrounding the roots of the plant with wire 
poultry netting, placed as if it were a large 
pot. This defies even gophers. When trap 
ping gophers one must find their main sub- 
way, for it is here and not at the smaller 
exits, used simply for throwing out soil, 
that the animal may be caught. The traps 
should be secured to a nearby stake. A cor- 
respondent, Alfred Presser, says that broken 
glass is a most effective protection. “Go 


Now is a good time to make cuttings of 
pinks and carnations. 
the fresh growth that comes up from the 
roots. If early flowering shrubs have not 
already been cut back, now is a 


-Delphiniums that have bloomed, if cut 
down to the ground now, and well watered 
will send up new stalks and bloom again. 

Now is a good time to divide the Bearded 
Irises and to replant them. They can be 
moved at any time from now until the end 
of the year. The point is that they have as 
long a period as possible bef 
blossom time. 


Chrysanthemums may be 
also, it is a good time to pinch back 
growing planis to induce bushiness. 

Salvias may be set out now, and 
plants from pots or flats which thrifty gar- 
deners keep in reserve. 

Garden scissors should be kept active. 
Cutting the flowers plentifully stimulates 
growth, and the saipping off of fading blos 
soms before they have a chance to go to 
seed prolongs the flowering period greatly. 


Rose Diseases 


Rosarians and plain gardeners who grow 
roses, will be interested in the new “Farm- 
ers Bulletin 1547-F,"” just pablished by the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 
The stem diseases considered are stem can- 
ker, brand canker. brown canker, cane 
blight, crown canker, graft canker, and 
crown gall. The leaf diseases listed in the 
Bulletin are powdery mildew, biack spot, 
rust, and leaf spot. This balletin confines 
itself to diseases; insect enemies are dealt 
with in Bulletin 1495. Nurserymen and filor- 
ists keep a fairly well-stocked arsenal of 
remedies put up in small quantities for the

Professional 
growers, however, use such dahlia plants 
constantly in their gardens and experimental 
grounds.

from a tuber, and many of his exhibition _ 


blooms are from cutting grown plants. 

To the amateur, the immense advantage 
of buying plants as well as tubers, ig that 
the latter may be set out for au'umn bloom- 
ing long after it is too late to plant tubers. 
All of June and July, and part of August, 
the dahlia plants from green cuttings may 
be set out. Also, it is possible to obtain 
fine varieties at very much less expense 
and the cutting is always true to name. 
About eight weeks from the time the cutting 
is put into the sand it is ready to be set out 
—a thrifty young plant about 10 inches . 

Dahlias should be watered well. Now 
their growing season and it is well to make 
sure they suffer no check.

From earliest times there has been a 
constant struggle by humanity to attain 
for itself a more satisfactory position in 
life. Until recently among civilized na- 
ines were rate

tions. 


save through united action. In recent 
times this necessity for united action 
has led to the formation of labor unions. 
Organized in self-defense, these unions 
were the only means whereby the work- 
men could obtain relief from obvious in- 
justice. Many of them at times have 
been controlled by irresponsible agita- 
tors using them for selfish ends. Cor- 
ruption, graft and crime have been in 
evidence as they have been in other 
forms of industrial and social life. As a 
protest against much that is bad in the 
union movement, as distinguished from 
much that is good, there has grown up a 
comparatively new type of relationship. 
Founded on the theory of joint repre- 
sentation, shop committees, and the like, 
it makes no distinction between union 
and nonunion men and attempts to set- 
tle within the organization all questions 
that may arise. What the future holds 
| for such a movement depends almost en- 
| tirely upon the wisdom with which it is 
administered. If it remains honest, if it 
safeguards the rights of the employee 
equally with the employer, if it is broad- 
visioned and awake to the aspirations of 
mankind it will succeed. 

Should it succeed there is no reason 
why it should not be a great constructive

Labor unions have undoubtedly im- 
proved the condition of the mass of the 
people. Because some leaders have been 


criminals, because murder and arson 
have been committed at their instiga- 
, there is no justification for con- 
demning the labor union movement, any 
more than there is justification for con- 
demning’ the entire human race because 
some people are degenerates, crooks or 
murderers. There is, however, ample 
justification for corfdemning individuals 


guilty of such acts and the labor union — 


movement must, in justice to 
purge itself of such leadership. 

The right of workmen to organize can- 
not in reason be denied. Any attempt 
on the part of capital to prevent such 
organization is not only short-sighted, is 
not only doomed to failure, but stirs up 
and intensifies a bitterness between em- 
ployer and employee which should never 
exist. 


It is needful, however, to ask ourselves 
what are the limitations within which 
labor-union activities are justified. Cer- 
tainly there can be no justification for 
the use of violence, syndicalism or sabo- 
tage, and the unions must recognize 
that the authority of government is 
paramount. The right to strike is in- 
alienable, but the strikers may not go to 
the extent of intimidating others who 
desire to work. Officials of the govern- 
ment authorized to maintain law and 
order are of course without the vestige of 
right to strike. Such action would be a 
direct challenge to the sovereign au- 
thority of the State, ahd as such must be 
treated as an act of treason. The Boston 
police strike is a shocking example of 
such lawlessness. There was no course 
for the State to pursue other than to 
suppress that lawlessness at all hazards 
and by the use of all available means. 

With the growth of labor unions and 
the power resting in the hands of labor 
leaders, we face the menace of unwise, 
unjust and corrupt use of that power for 
selfish purposes. New York, Chicago, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco and innu- 
merable other cities have records in the 
pages of their labor history which show 
the selfish exercise of power when placed 
in the hands of individuals, whether 
capitalist or labor official. Labor unions 
and capitalistic aggregations have both
